INVENTING THE 
FIRST WIRELESS 


Guflielmo Marconi, a »hy but de- 


tentiined young .Italian, nmetttn 
years old, read in an electrical jour- 
nal an article on "Hertzian wavM" 
that *u^fees ted to him tbe possibility 
of sending messages from one plac* 
to another without the use of wires. 
The article told that a strange sub- 
stance, ether, a colorless;/odorless 
property that can be neither seen nor 
felt, but'Which pervades everything, 
would carry electric vibrations from 
one place to the other without aid 
of wires. 


Marconi was seized with the idea 


of sending messages across space by 
the; ether method, and .started to 
work'on bis father's farm at Bologna 
to develop the^ plan. Set up on a 
pole on one side of the garden, he 
rigged a tin box to .which he can- 
nejctedi by an insulated wire, a trans* 
mining apparatus. Before long, he 
had succeeded in sending a short 
message, in the Morse code of dots 
and dashes, to liis companion on 
the other side of the garden, where 
a corresponding pole with another 
fan box was connected with receiv- 
ing apparatus.
